It is too late now 
as some are trying to do, that 
there must bea “falling away 
first’ before the Lord returns 
tor His bride and the saints. 
Paul could justly make such 
an expression in his day, be- 
cause there had never been 
such since the Holy Ghost 
had been given on the day of 
Pentecost. But his prophecy

Paul also showed that there 


should bé a “gathering to- 
gether,” and thisis what we 
may expect now. But to 
take aview of the people 
generally, concerning religion, 
they are scattered, and _ still 
scattering farther and farther 
apart. But this is only an 
evidence that Satan is mak- 
ing his last round to scatter 
and confuse, for he knows 
his time is‘short and he must 
hurry. 

But we do not always look 
at things as they really ap- 
pear, we close our eyes and 
know the. Scriptures. And 
the y must be fulfilled. Satan 
cannot prevent the fulfillment 
of the prophecies of Scrip- 
ture. There are many things 
he can do, but.he cannot do 
this. Hecan succeed incon- 
fusing the minds of the peo- 
ple until they almost forget 
what they have been 
what they are now, and what 
they are to be, but the Word 
of God reinains just the same 
as 1f Satan was already in the 
bottomless pit, and this word 
shows that the Lord’s child-

“Speak the same thing and 
no divisions,” says Paul;

together,” wrote Isaiah and it
